Two Members of a Party Pursuing a 
Runaway Couple Fatally Shot and a 
Third Seriously Injured—A Young 
Pennsylvania Farmer With Plenty of

GOLD MINE, Pa., March 12.—A fearful affray 
occurred @ short distance from this village to- 
day in which three men were shot, two fatally, 
and one seriously. The affray grew out of a 
love affair between Ezekiel Henry, a young far- 
mer, and Mary Christerman, the pretty daughter 
of a weil known and respectable farmer living 
about eight miles from here. Two years ago 
Henry met Miss Christerman. For a year he 
continued to pay her attention and would have 
married her but for her father’s opposition. A 
year ago he ordered Henry to stop visiting his 
daugliter. Up to about two weeks ago the rela- 
tions of the two young people appeared to have 
been at an end, but at that time the old farmer 
discovered a boy in the act of carrying a note 
from Henry to his daughter, in which Henry 
expressed himself rather forcibly on 
the parents conduct, and 
notifying his lady tove that he had completed 
preparations for their elopement to-morrow. 
The enraged farmer swore he would kill Henry if 
he ever caught him, and went to his house in 
search of him, but did not findhim. He further 
learned that his daughter and Henry had held 
repeated clandestine meetings; that the young 
man nad vowed he would marry Mary Christer- 
man in spite of the devil. Mr. Christerman 
lectured his daughter and she promised obe-

During the shooting Miss 
Christerman had jumped out of the carriage and 
sprang to Whe side of 
HER WOUNDED FATHER, 

who cursed her and attempted to drive her away. 
Spe says Henry did not ask her to accompany 
him afier shooting down the three men, and tnat 
ne swore at her lor being the cause of ail the 
trouble. 

The shontsand cries of the wounded farm- 
ers soon brought assistance, and the four: actors 
in the affray were driven to Cbristerman’s home, 
where « physician dressed the numerous weunds. 
He pronounced the injuries of Swope and Moyer 
as fatal. Christerman’s leg was found to be 
broken, the bone having been shattered by the 
pistol bail. Pursuit was at once instituted. 
Henry was captured while driving towards Leba- 
nou and brought back to Gold Mine, where he was 
taken before 2 justice and held to await the re- 
suit ef the injuries. At last accounts Swope and 
Moyer were said to be rapidly sinking. <A bitter 
feeling against Henry 18 spreading among the 


farming population. Henry 1s an eyii- 
looking man of about 25 
| yeags, and while no accusations 


have ever been Made against his character, still 
he was mistrusted by the majority ef those who 
knew him. Ms Christerman is a tall, tine-leok- 


ing girl of about 19 years. but, like Henry, is very 
ignorant. She said, when spoken to, that her fa- 


ther had no right to interfere in their love affairs, 
and when told her lover would in all probability 
be convicted of murder she went into hysterics 
and raved like one insane.

CUTTING FREIGHT RATES, 


Commissioner Fink’s Call~What if We Had 
Cheap Passenger Fares? 
By Telograph to the Post-Dispatch, 

New York, March 12.—The reported cutting of 
freight rates by the railway lines in the West has 
prompted Commissioner Fink to call a general 
meeting of the presidents of the various trunk 
and leadipg Western roads to consider the situ- 
ation. The conference will be heid at the office 
of the commissioners, 346 Broadway, at 11 a. m. 
to-morrow. At the recent meeting of these 
officials it will be remembered that it Was report- 
ed they held themselves responsible for maib- 
taining the schedule rates ag agreed 
upon, but it is now learned that 
notwithstanding these pledges, rates have and 
are at present being cut to such an extent as to 
seriously affect the business of some of the lines, 
A correspondent of the Post Dispatcn calied at 
the office of Commissiouer Fink yesterday and 
requested an explanation of the situation. Mr. 
Fiuk deciined to discuss the situation at any 
length. 

“Do you know to what extent the cutting bas 
been carried?” asked the reporter. 

“Not to any very serlous extent,” Mr. Fink 
replied, ‘There 1s‘always more or less cucting by 
some of the reads, and at the present time, ewing 
in a measure doubtless to the comparatively 
small volume of business, sume of the lines are 
making unusial efforts Lo secure business,”

From other sources it was learned that 
great apprehensions are felt for de 
vising Means that will result in the 
maintenance of rates, especially in view of the 
dullness of the carrying trade.

CHEAP PASSENGER RATES. 

Ina récenily published interview Mr. James 
McHenry. the well-known Englisi capitalist. who 
has been a large investor for himself and others 
in American railway securities, expresses the 
opinion, among other things, in discussing the

“development” of railroads in the United 
States that the cheapening of passenger 
rates would aid materially in acd 
ing to the revenue of the conipanies. 


For example,he thinks it moustrous 
(the tirst Class fare is $20) between 
New York for a passenger, when a barre! of flour 
is transported for 70 cents. In support of _this 
theory he cites the success that has attended the 
elevated roads in New York as showing what can 
be accomplished by cheap fares and also witnout 
affecting the revenues of the surface roads. Com- 
missioner Fink was asked if he had read the in- 
terview. “Ihave glanced atit,” he said, “but 
cannot say that I have ieatl it carefully.”

“Simply this. There ave a good many things in it 
that are true,but they are mixed up with so many

The Murderous Outcome of a Supper 
Table Frolic—A Tossed Potato Peel 
Causes a Cruel Homicide—Stories of 
the Murderer and of Eye- Witnesses, 


Yesterday John O. Shook, a young drug clerk at 
Merrell’s drug store on Washington avenue, near 
Seventh street, appeared in the Court of Criminal 
Correction as prosecutor for a deadly assauit 
made on him, and to-day he was locked up at the 
Central Police Station on a similar charge him- 
self, which will probably be changed to murder 
during the day. The affray which led to his ar- 
rest occurred about 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing in front of Mrs. Kennedy’s boarding-house, 
No. 1108 Locust street, when Michael Sullivan, a 


railroad clerk employed atthe Missouri Pacific 
offices, and Shook met onthe sidewalk. Sullivan 
put his hand in his Ff er nae during the interchange 
of angry words, and before he eould withdraw it, 
Shook drew bis pocket knife and stabbed him in 
the Jeft side, the biade penetrating near the 
region of the heart. Sullivan staggered to the sa 
loon at the southeast corner of Eleventh and Lo- 
cust streets. Shook left the scene of the cutting 
and shortly after 9 o'clock was arrested behind 
the prescription case at Merrell’s drug store by 
Officers Hoagland and Gannon, At their orders 
he put on his overcoat and was taken to the Four 
Coats. At the bar of Central Station he made a 
plain and connected statement of the trouble 
which will probably result fatally for Sullivan. 
He said, “‘l boarded at No. 1112 Locust street, 
and so did this man Mike Sullivan and his brother 
Tom Sullivan up to about a week ago, A week ago 
I was taking to one of the ladies in the house when 
some one threw a piece of biscuit which struck 
me on the head. Fiaraed, and the crowd had a 
hearty langh at my expense. I asked who did it 
and oue of the ladies replied that it was Mr..Mike 
Sullivan. Ithen turned to Sullivan and asked

THE MORRISON BILL, 

The bill to reduce the tariff is now before 
the House ‘with the majority and minority 
reports thereon of the Ways and Means 
Committee, It needs no special gift of 
prophecy to foretell what the members of 
Congress are going to do about it. Each 
will be guided by what he believes to be the 
dominant interest of his district in the set- 
tlement of the question.

THE GREAT FLOOD. 


Vast Destruction by the Ohio and Its 
Tribataries. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

OWENSBORO, KyY., March 10,—Leaving St. Louis 
on the 4th inst., onthe fine steamer Montana, 
ably commanded by George Keith, esq., destined 
for Pittsburg, the writer had an opportunity of 
observing to some extent the damage done by the 
floods, now happily substding in our upper 
streams—perhaps far more vast than any that 
have preceded them, because of higher water, 
lon er continuance and a larger population as 
well as better improvements to be injured or de- 


/stroyed. Some ideas may be gatherea from these

A $600,000 BLAZE. 


The Big Fire Weich Visited East St. Louis 
Last Night. 

A $600,000 fire occurred yesterday afternoon at 
East St. Louis, It started at 5:10 p.m, in a bar 
ber shop situated in one of a long row of frame 
buildings fronting upon the levee, about a 
quarter of a mile north of the bridge. The buiid- 
ings were o]d and dry, and the northwest wind 
which prevailed made them ap easy prey to the 
flames,whicn passed rapidly from house to house. 


The entire block was soon in flames, which, in 
the course of a very short time,had communieat- 
ed to the siables of the East St. Louis 
Trausfer Company, ub large frame 
; g 
builaing of 100x125 feet im area. This S00R 
Succumved, and Auvance Elevator A was next al- 
backed, the flames seizing upon it so fiercely that 
In 4 very few minutes it Was enveloped. The fire 
had inthe meantime spread ina northward di- 
rection, and ignited the freight office and depot of 
the Chicago and Alton Railway, a frame batons 
40x75 feet. The tracks near bY were filled with 
laden Cars, a large number of which were de- 
stroyed with their contents. At the time the fire 
Started there were about 1,000 cars in the yards 
of Wiich it is estimated fully 200 were destroyed, 
the balance being saved ouly with very great ex- 
ertion. From the elevator the fire conimunieated 
to the Chicago and Alton repair shops, and thence 
to the Ohio and Mississippi repair shops aajuia 
ing, whose destruction closed the fire’s career. 
one of the many destructive fires at East St. 
Louis has more fully denionstratea that city’s 
danger from the lack of a fire department. At 
the time the fire was ciscovered it could easily 
have been extinguished with a pertabie chemical, 
and for several minutes thereafter the fire was 
easily within the coutrolling power of an ordinary 
fire company. As it Was, however, the flames 
had full sway, and did ail the damage possibte, 
with little or no interruption. When Advanee 
elevator “A” was avtacKked the flames soon began 
to spread along the conveyor. sud it soou seemed 
pretty evident that elevator “B,’’ wnieh is much 
the larger, and i3 situated only 400 feet away, on 
tne) =Fs Wttaer’s edge, would aiso be at- 
tacked. Besides, tye Eddy Building, 
whichwas buruing, ts only 100 feet in the rear of 
the elevator, A desperate attempt was made to 
save it. Tne Wiggins transfer boat, John Lrend- 
ley, and the ferry Springfield were rapidly brought 
up. The building had just commenced to smoke, 
but several streams of water Were poured upon 
it, and, at the moment that it seemed  im- 
wossible, the building was saved. 
n this neighborhood the car tracks are very pu- 
merous,and the flames bad spread back so rapidly 
that it became impossivle for the passenger traius 
to pass. The incoming trains were delayed sevei- 
alt hours ®&nd many of the passengers alighted 
and walked over to ihis side of the river. Soon 
after the fire began a telegram was wired over to 
this side, asking that Chiei Sexton send over some 
assistance to Leip in extinguishing the flames. 
dextun went over himself and ordered one engine 
and two reeisto follow him. They arrived too 
late to do any good on elevator A, whici was al- 
ready a mass of ruins, but the St. Louis boys did 
gooa work in preventing the spread of the flames 
along the row of buildings where the first origin- 
ated, Chief Sextou persunally directed his men, 
but frum the time he arrived on the 
ground it Was impossivle to do anything 
with the flames, in the limits in whieh they had 
then taken possession. The entire ioss is esti- 
mated to-day at almost $600,000. - It may even ex- 
ceed that amount. All of the roads wuose tracks 
lay near the scene of the fire have lost numbers of 
freight and flat cars, and the number given above 
—200—is nOW Known notto be exdyyverated. At 
the time of ine fire the number of busuels of gram 
iu elevator “A” Was estimated at ai least 35u.009, 
andthe value of it would be nearly $200,000. 
This grain was all OWned Sv promivens St. Louis 
firms, and every busbel of it was covered bv in- 
suranee placed in nearly all the St. Louis compa- 
nies, The elevator itseif, wh ch was built in 1871 
by kK. 8S. McCormick, at tie time of its destruction 
was valued at $160,000. It belonged io the Aa- 
vance Elevator Company. which was organized in 


1880, ana of which Mr. McCormick is president. 


Tue lusurance on the elevator, whichis piaced 
in neariy Sfty different companies, footed up 
$104,000 altogether. The St. Louis -Transfer 
stavies aud property were iwsured for 810.000. All 
the horses, huruess and other property were re- 
moved Without injury. The loss on the building 
alone will foot up probabiy $2,900, 
and the insurance is only $15,000. 
Feed woath $2,500, and on which there was oniy 
$500 insurance, Was also desiroved. Among the 
other victimes were Charies Schaffner, saioon and 
bearding house, whose loss Was probably 83,200, 
pariiy covered by insnrance; Johu Golden, saloon 
and Doardiug house, loss $2,890, insurance $2,600; 
Juin McBering, saloon aud boarding house, loss 
$3,500, iusurance $3,000; John Edely, salvon and 
boarding house, ivss $2,000, insurance §2,090, 
equally placed on buiiding and on _ stock,

Her husband generously comes to her aid and 
furnishes her an income, though he will not 
have anything todo with her. But now he 
finds she is calling the child “Lord Guern- 
sey,” the same as if it were his (Lord Ayles- 
bury’s) son and heir. Naturaliy, the out- 
raged husband is incensed at this and takes 
the matter into court. ‘The Queen will not 
condescend to receive apy of the parties, anc 
Biandford had to put on his duca lrobes and 
all that sort of thing, when he succeeded 
his father as Duke of Marlborough, without 
the Sovereign to stand by approvingly, 
as I believe is usual. No wonder Ouida 
vindicates the plots of her novels as being 
true to high life when revelations lige these 
are forced down the throats of respectable 
peopie. There isa woman now dragging 
around the scenes of London theaters, the 
wife of the actur for whose sake she dishon- 
ored her husband, who was the wife of an 
earl a short time back. She pleaded hard to 
pe forgiven when he found out her guilt, but 
hesaid: “No; the wages of sin is social 
death.” Some of these grand people—these 
Dukes, Earls and Countesses—seem to have 
a less high appreciation of their names, less 
fear of dragging them into the mire, than 
commoner folk, But after ail, whatis a 
jerd?

CETEWAYO’'S APPETITE, 


iow the Old Man Enjoyed Himself 
While in England. 
From the Pall Mail Budget. 

“So my old friend is dead?’ said Mr. 
Whiteley, through the telepbone which en- 
ables him andailof the 3,000 subscribers to 
the Union Telephone Exchange to holda 
conversation from any partof London with 
the occupantof the telephonic chamber of 
this journal. “Dead really; this time; for 
he was dead before and came to life again, 
much to Mr. Giadstone’s delight, if 1 remem- 
ber rightly. Astonishing what admiration 
these two great men had foreach other. My 
Old guest at Melbury road was a nobie say- 
age, who was very proud ef having met the 
prime minister. ‘He was a grand, kind gen- 
tieman,’ was his variation upon the &. O. 
M., and in this, as in other things, the Zulu 
improved upon the Englishman. 

“No, thank you, 1 was not thinking of his 
appetite. That be picked ap in London. He 
did not bring it with him from Africa. When 
de first arrived his daily ration of three and 
a half pounds of beef contented him. Be- 
fore he left his regular allowance had risen 
to seven and ahaif pouuds per diem. He 
greatly admired English bee! How mucia 
he would have eaten at last if he aad stayed 
much longer no one knows. But this huge 
mass of fresh meat looks larger than it was 
in reality because of the way in which it was 
frizzied in cooking. CeteWayo was very 
particular about his cooking. ‘The beef had 
tu be cut in steaks two inehes thick and 
cooked until it was as hard and as dry as 
toast; then it was eaten by itself. Cetewayo 
also made a separate course of é@ach article 
of food. Le would have beef a3 one course, 
sweet potatoes as the next, then beans and 
melted butier, and so forth. la drink he 
was particularly fond of champagne, al- 
though he had no objection to whisky. You 
know how eloquentiv he discoursed to 
a temperance deputation about the curse 
of iutoxicants and his earnest 
desire to keep them outside of Zuiu- 
land. If his desire to keep rum outside of 
Zululand was half as Keen as his desire te 
put champagne inside the corporation of one 
particular Zulu whom I know well, Cete- 
wayo must, indeed, have been one of the 
most zealous Maine law men on record. 
W hea he left this country he had added two 
English words to his native vocabulary. 
Que was ‘good night’ and the other was 
‘tizz,’ and ot the two he most loved fizz. I 
well remember the nightof the day upen 
which Cetewayo.received official intimation 
of his restoration. It was a great day with 
him, and he was in unusually good spirits. 
When be came home nothing could restrain 
his boisterous satisfaction. We allowed 
hima litthe more liberty than usual, for, 
after all, discrowned kings in exile have 
only one day in which they hear that they 
are to be restored to their throne. He was 
allowed to eat and drink pretty much as he 
liked, and he availed himself ef the privi- 
lege. We had a small party at Meibury 
road in honor of the event, and the quantity 
of food and drink that the Zulus got through 
was almost incredible. It was fizz and beef 
and tizz all the night through. At last, 
when 1t was far past the King’s usual bed- 
time, I insisted® that he must retire, 
but as a climax to the day’s festivity l 
made the King a present of a magnum of 
champagne. His Majesty, it seemed to most 
of us, had already a very complete outfit in 
the sbape of liquor, and this magnum was to 
be reserved tili next day. Cetewayo’s eyes 
were fascinated by the magnum. ‘Why not 
drink it now?” he asked thruugh his _ inter- 
preter. “You have had enough; we will keep 
it for you till to-morrow.” ‘But if you leave 
it here they will get up in the night and 
drink it,’’ pointing to his attendant chiefs, 
one of whom commanded at Rouwke’s Drift, 
the other at lsaudula. It wasin vain that 
that we protested. We would put it out of 
their reach. “Let me take care of it,” said 
the King. “But you will drink it,” we said, 
“and you have already had enough, and 
more than enough.” “No, no,” 
ed. “i will take good care of it. But Il must 
take it with meto my bed-room: it is not 
safe elsewhere.” So at last, after making 
him promise in the most soiemu fashion a 
Zulu could that he would not draw the cork, 
we allowed him tocarry it off with him to 
his bed-room.

“Your 
Honor” or “Your Excellency” is never used, 
and is considered in bad taste, yet itis bo 
uncommon thing to hear public men from 
different parts of the country open conversa- 
tion with the President in these terms. ‘The 
official title of the Governor of Massachusetts 
is “His Excellency,” and of the Lieutenant 
Governor “iis Honor,” but the President has 
no official title, and is called simply “Mr. 
President.”’ Im addressing communications 
to the Cabinet officers you should, however, 
write ‘lhe Hon. Charles J. Folger,Secretary 
of tue Treasury; the Hon. Wim. E. Chandler, 
Secretary of the Navy,” etc.; but in personal 
intercourse you shotid always say ““Mr. Sec- 
retary,” “Mr. Attorney-General,” or “Mr. 
Postwaster-General.” Should you desire to

A 
member of the House is not so particular, 
however. You would address him after this 
style: “The Hon. John D. Long, M. D., 
House of Representatives, Washington, D. 
c.” In speaking to a member you would 
ordinarily address him by his last name, but 
if ne had ever been a Speaker, Senator or 
Governor invariabiy give hii that title, for 
it is not only customary. but it gives him the 
impression that you have made a particular 
study of his record. 
wrecked his chances by calling an ex-Sena- 
tor simply “Mr. Blank.” You must have 
some knowledge of the war in order Ww steer 
skillfully around among these statesmen. If 
a member has been a General, call him that 
and you can safely 
GO DOWN AS FAR AS MAJOR, 

but I would advise you to draw the line im 
the last-named title, for a man who has 
gerved during the war and risen no higher 
than acaptain does not care to have it 
thrown in his face aiter he bas been elected 
to Congress, I donot know bow tie custom 
was originated to limit the title to the grade 
of major, butI do knewit to bethe fact 
nevertheless. In addressing the Speaker of 
the House you should always. say, “Mr. 
Speaker,” and never Mr. Carlisle, and the 
Justices of the United States Supreme Court 
the Court of Claims, and other judici 
bodies of final resort, as ‘‘Air.

The return of the delegates from St. Louis te 
the Baltimore con¥ention developed a number of 
very interesting pieces o iinformation which will 
be worth recounting. Itisa singular fact that 
the hopes of the Union clubs elsewhere are al- 
most entirely based upon the success of the Lucas 
ciub in St. Lonis, and that organization will have 
a tremendous laboarto perform. If it is success- 
ful, it will be’ an unprecedented piece of work, 
and certainly it will deserve the most unbounaed 
praise for overcoming Obstacles which are at 
present seemingly very discouraging. The Cin- 
cinnati grounds are in a terrible state of wreck, 
the fences are down, a large part of the embank-

The grand stand isa 
perfect wreck and is so far gone that it will have 
to be taken down and revuilt, Indeed, nothing 
less than an expenditure of from $6,000 to $8,000 
will. repair the damage done by the 
floods, and the VUinciurati Union Ciub is just 
so much further bebind than when they began 
operations. They are anxious, however, to becin 
work, and undoubtedly mean business. In the 
meantime the Cincinnati American Club bas its 
grounds bearer tne city, and work oa them is pro- 
gressing rapidly. 

The Washington grounds have one good feature 
—location. They are near the capitol, and are in 
fact oa the bill upon which Uncle Sam’s law fac- 
tory is placed.

DEAN’S REPLY. 


Some Facts for Mr. C. W. Francis 
to Consider.

Correspondence Which Also Indicates 
That Health Commissioner Stevenson 
Has Changed His Mind—Farther In- 
formation About the Nurses’ Training 
School Trouble, 


Dr. Dean, the Superintendent of the City Hos- 
pital, furnishes the following card for publication 
in answer to the communication of Mr. C. W. 
Francis, which wasypublished in yesterday’s 
issue: 

St. Louris, March 12, 18%. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In a ecard from Mr. Chas. W. Francis, published 
in last evening’s Post-DIsPATCH, the intimation 
seems very plain, though my name is not directly 
called, that [ have assumed to be the “authorities 
of the St. Louis City Hospital,” that “the Exec- 
ntive Committee of the St. Louis Training Schoot 
for nurses has made arrangements with’ me as 
‘the authorities of the St. Louis City Hospital for 
giving two years’ training to women desiring to 
become professional nurses,” that I “decerved 
aud misied the ladies,” that I“had no power to 
bind the institution in any such matter, and knew [ 
did not have such power;” that “had the ladies 
cailed upon Gen. Stevenson” instead of upon me, 
“they would have been informed as to how the 
matter really stood, and the course to pursue, buat 
they were misled by others’ (me), “aud at this 
late day ascertain that they must await a change 
of the law bearing on the case by the Municipal 
Assembly ;” that some one has to be Dlamed and 
be is seiected. 

I wish to state, in answer, that from the very 
first, When I was approached by the one who is 
now president of the training school, as to what 
advice and assistance 1 could lend, i said I was 
sirongly in favor of a schvol, and for years been 
recommending in my anuual reports and to grand 
juries the establishing of atraining school for 
nurses in connection with the hospital as promis- 
ing to be ultimately invaiuable to the community 
as Wellas to the hospital especially. But I said 
whether such a school could be introduced or not 
into this hospital would depend entirely upon the 
will of the Healib Commissioner. Mr. 
Fizwilliam owas then Health Com mis- 
sioner, and would be the one to be 
seen. Later, when Gen, Stevenson was made 
Health Commissioner, I said the same thing. 1 
pointed out that the charter requires that all 
elected and appomted city officers shall have 
been citizens of the United States and of the city 
of St. Louis for at least two years previous to 
their election or appointment; that the term offi- 
cer Was applied to all persons holding any situa- 
tion under the city government or any of its de- 
partments with an aunual salary or for a definite 
terin of office; that with the latest ordinance all 
the empleyes of the City Hospital, other than my- 
self, were appointed for a salary per month, and 
not for a definite time, and, therefore, we had no 
officers. But. by an other ordinance, ail em- 
pioyes appointed by the Health Commissioner 
must be ettizens of the United States and must 
have been residents of ithe city of St, Louis for 
at least two years next preceding their 
appointinent: that we must have, 
as superintendent of nurses, a grad- 
uare of an eastern training school. as there were 
no such traived superiutendeuts of the city; and 
that this ordinance, therefore, sirictly construed. 
would not permit the employvyinent of such super- 
latendent even at a monthly salary. I aid say— 
aud I repeat it bere, begause, though it is out, I 
gave it then when 1 eould not be suposed to have 
any ulterior or hbarmiui motive toward any one— 
inat che former Health Commissioner, Mr. Fran- 
cis, once appointed a nurse bere who had not 
even been a resident of the States but about 


six weeks, stating in a note with his letter of ap- |

I said I did not 
know whether Gen. Stevenson woulda admita 
training nurse under such circumstances; it was 
a thing for the projectors of the school to see him 
about, and, if be would not, to see jf he would fa- 
voran amenudmentto the ordinance permitting 
the employinent of such superintendent; and that, 
if be would do neither, | presumed, if the 
worst came to the worst, and be would 
not even let her take her 
meals in the hospital, it the schooit would main- 
tain her salary, washing and board at their own 
home, neither the Heatth Commissioner nor the 
other authorities would deem it a great stretch- 
ing of either the letter or the spirit of the ordi- 
nance tolet her come on tothe grounds and in- 
struct the pupils subject to my supervision—as 
her gratuitous services to the hospital wouid be 
worth many times that of a purse under full pay 
—and that in two years the superintendent would 
have acquired a resideiée, or we would have by 
that time graduates who could take the place;byt 

he would have to be consalied about even that. 
Of allthis discussion there are several wit- 
nesses; but, to settle the matter beyond cavil, I 
inclose copies of two letters that will show, not 
only that the projectors, myselt included, recog- 
nized the Health Commissioner as the authority 
and myself, at most, as only a subordinate author- 
ity, that, beside my presenting the matter in 
person to the Health Commissioner, thé whole 
matter Was presented in writing to him by the 
member who was delegated so to do, and that it 
was Only on the understanding believed to have 
been reached by him thatthe school was formed. 
My letter to Mr. Yeatuman was written at his re- 
quest (made at a meeting of some of the members) 
inat I embody any points that he migat possibly 
overlook, that we had ali consulted about, upon 
which particular stress must be laidin so far as 
the relations of the sehooi and the hospital were 
eoncerned, Mr. Francts puts it that the prospec- 
tus Of the training school was published last year, 
thus implying, again, thatthe ladies, and other 
members of the school, made their arrangements 
wiih me and published a circular last year, and 
did not think to consult with the Health Commis- 
sioner until this year.
